DOMESTIC  AND  FOREIGN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

The  friends  of  this  Society  have  hoped,  many  of 
them  have  //lOMg/i/,  Mr.  Exlitor,  that  its  prospects  were 
most  encouraging — we  have  been  soothed  to  sleep  1 
fear  by  our  desires  and  our  expectations  that  it  was 
increasing  in  numbers  and  in  resources — while  our 
efforts  have  been  faint  and  our  contributions  few,’.  It  is 
true  that  since  1830  an  increased  interest  has  been 
manifested  in  its  welfare,  as  will  bo  perceived  by  a 
statement  of  its  receipts,  viz: 

From  May  1831  to  May  1832,  $16,443  20 

'•  May  1-32  to  May  183:1,  19,9.57  39 

“  May  1833  to  May  1834,  26,007  97 

and  for  this  we  ought  to  rejoice  and  we  do  rejoice. 
But  since  May  18:14,  how  does  our  account  stand  ? 
Have  we  still  gone  onward  in  the  good  work  ?  Let  it  be 
remembered  that  the  increase  from  1833  to  1834  was 
nearly  3:1^  per  cent. ;  and  to  make  even  the  same  pro¬ 
gress  the  present,  as  tho  last  year,  oiir  receipts  into 
the  treo.xnry  should  ho  about  .$:M,000,  (that  is  from 
May  18:34  to  May  1835.)  Well,  sir,  how  stands  the 
account  for  the  first  six  months?  From  May  23d,  to 
November  11th,  18:14,  tlie  Treasurer  acknowledges 
tho  receipt  of  only  $6.7:10  98;  not  half  of  the  amount 
received  in  the  year  1832,  when  the  attention  of  the 
Church  had  not  been  so  often  called  to  the  subject. 
Why  is  this! — why  are  we  going  backward  instead  of 
forward  in  this  work  ?  Is  it  not  to  be  feared,  we  are 
expecting  others  to  give,  and  neglect  our  own  share 
in  the  work! 

There  is  another  view  of  this  subject  which  ought 
to  induce  to  immediate  effert.  This  Society  was  in¬ 
stituted  in  1320;  fourteen  years  has  it  existed,  and  yet 
in  May  18:H,  the  whole  number  of  patrons  was  1:35 — 
of  life-nieinbers,  117 — annual  subscribers  only  49. 
Tlin  miir.ber  of  annual  subscribers  nine  less  than  in 
18:32 — from  1832  to  1834,  37  patrons  added,  and  32 
lifo-inembers.  Is  there  not,  in  view  of  these  fact 
need  of  renewed  effort ;  are  not  all  the  members  of  our 
communion,  who  are  able,  called  upon  seriously  to  con¬ 
sider  this  matter,  and  to  wive  to  this  causae  as  the  Ijord 
hath  prospererl  them!  Clergymen  who  pay  $.")0  and 
other  persons  who  pay  $100  at  one  lime,  sliall  be  de- 
nominateu  patron®-' — $30  t-hall  constitute  a  person  a 
life-member,  and  $3  annually  a  member.  Let  then 
an  appeal  be  made  to  the  wealthy  members  of  the 
Ciinrch,  to  enrol  their  names  as  patrons — to  those  in 
active  life  to  become  life-members — to  those  with 
hnnible  means  as  annual  subscribers — to  congregations 
lo  make  their  pastors  patrons,  or  life-members,  and  to 
all  to  do  something  to  aid  this  glorious  cause. 

I  suggested  in  a  previous  communication  there  were 
prob  ibly  .500  Episcopal  clergymen,  not  members  of  the 
Society  ;  the  number  w  ill  exceed  500,  but  suppose 
that  these  500  only  become  members,  and  you  have  an

communicants,  a  contribution  of  $2  each,  $66,000.  It 
will  no  doubt  be  replied.  It  is  very  easy  to  sit  down 
and  make  calculations  of  what  might  be  done  and  what 
ought  to  be  done,  but  it  is  a  very  difficult  thing  to  do 
it.  It  was  recently  said  by  an  able  and  eloquent  Iheo-  j 
logian  of  another  denomination,  “  That  it  was  very 
easy  to  do  a  thing,  after  you  had  learnt  how,”  and  he 
was  so  successful,  that  he  taugiilthe  congregation  to 
whom  he  made  the  remark,  how  to  give  him  in  aid  of 
his  object,  four  thousand  dollars.  1  am  aware  that 
Episcopalians  have  not  yet  learnt  hoxo  to  raise  money 
for  missionary  objects — but  1  bless  God  that  they  are 
beginning  to  learn — and  I  hope  the  few  suggeslions 
I  have  been  permitted  to  make  will  accelerate  their 
speed.  I  do  believe  that  as  a  denomination,  we  can 
learn  to  raise  sixty  thousand  dollars  per  annum  for 
the  General  Missionary  Society,  bi'side  our  usual  con¬ 
tribution,  for  the  benevoleut  objects  connected  with 
our  particular  dioceses  or  Churches,  and  I  trust  the 
directors  will  not  rest  satisfied  until  this  amc'unt  is 
annually  raised — and  then  they  will  not  rest  satisfied, 
for  when  this  blessed  result  of  concentrated  effort  is 
accomplished,  the  borders  of  our  Zion  will  have  in¬ 
creased,  'and  tho  very  Churches  planted  will  send 
back  new  resources  to  bless  others.  This  is  no  chi¬ 
mera.  It  may  be  done,  but  effort  is  needed — prayer

“HE  WOULD  BE  A  SOLDIER.” 

In  reading  llw  campaigns  of  the  celebrated  Napoleon 
in  Italy,  it  is  surprising  to  observe  to  what  great  self- 
denial  the  French  soldiers  submitted,  in  their  eager- 
nes.®!  to  obtain  the  victory.  “Napoleon  had  marched 
at  the  head  of  a  small  army  against  the  forces  of 
Austria.  He  perceived  that  the  time  had  come  for 
turning  a  new  leaf  in  the  history  of  war.  With  such 
troops  as  the  infant  republic  of  France  could  afford 
him,  he  saw  that  no  considerable  advantages  could  be 
obtained  against  the  vast  and  highly  disciplined  armies 
of  Austria  and  her  allies,  unless  the  established  rules 
of  war  were  abandoned.  It  was  only  by  such  rapidity 


and  closely  printed  duodecimo  pages,  of  which  the 
reader  finds  only  so  much  from  the  pen  of  the  biogra¬ 
pher  as  is  absolutely  necessary  to  connect  the  corres¬ 
pondence  of  Mrs.  More  into  a  regular  and  orderly 
series,  until  he  reaches  the  conclusion.
